7th  Annual  Moon 


Fest  slated  for  August  22 


The  seventh  annual 
August  Moon  Festival  will 
he  held  on  Sunday,  August 
2  2,  with  opening 
ceremonies  beginning  at 
noon. 

The  event,  which  has 
rown  since  its  inception  to 
e  one  of  the  most  exciting 
and  colorful  community 
activities  of  the  year,  is 
expected  to  draw  large 
crowds  to  the  all-day  affair. 

This  year’s  August  Moon 
Festival  Chairman  Ron  Fee 
said  that  the  event  will  be 
bigger  and  better,  than  any 
previous  fest.  He  said  that 
the  festivals  coordinator, 
Bobby  Goon,  and  other 
members  of  the  executive 
planning  Kommittee  have 
worked  hard  to  generate 
new  ideas  for  the  festival. 
“ There’s  a  lot  of  enthusiasm 
by  all  the  people  who’ve 
worked  hard  in  the  past  few 
months  on  the  project,”  he 
said,  “It’s  going  to  be 
“ out-a-sight .  ” 


Fee  noted  that  he’s  been 
involved  with  the  planning 
of  the  festivities  for  over 
three  years,  watching  new, 
young  people  from  both 
within  Chinatown  and  from 
outside  its  physical 
boundaries,  take  leadership 
roles  in  making  the 
AUGUST  MOON  fest  a 
reality. 

“We’ve  got  spirited, 
exciting  ideas  coming  out  of 
these  kids  and  good 
working  relationships  being 
developed.  It’s  for  the 
community  and  for  all  of  us 
who  care  aboyit  Chinatown, 
because  Chinatown  is  for 
everyone.  It  should  be,  and 
it  is,  through  the  August 
Moon  Festival,  a  focus  for 
all  Chinese,  a  unifying 
bond,  ”  Fee  said. 

A  major  attraction  this 
year  will  be  an  expanded 
program  of  athletic  events. 
The  team  sports  are 
expected  to  draw 
participation  from  New 


York,  Washington,  D.C., 
Philadelphia,  and  even  as  far 
away  as  San  Francisco,  Los 
Angeles  and  Toronto, 
Canada.  The  all-day 
tournaments  will  feature 
volleyball  and  basketball 
competition  as  well  as  a 
new  event,  track  and  field. 
As  usual,  the  surface  artery 
will  be  partially  closed  off 
to  accomodate  tffe  events. 

F  ran  son  Tom,  Teddy 
Wong,  and  Clifford  Wong 
are  the  Athletic  Committee 
heads  who  have  organized 
the  competitive  events. 
Chinatown  will  host  the 
out-of-town  teams  at  a  large 
banquet. 

Other  hardworking 
committee  chairpersons 
include:  Susan  Woo,  Raffle 
Committee;  Walter  Wong, 
Support  Services.  Justina 
Cho,  Food  arid  Vending 
Committee;  Dana  Wong, 
Program  and  Souvenir  Book 
and  Advertising;  and  Peter 
Chan,  treasurer. 


Dana  Wong,  who  is  also 
this  year’s  Summerthing 
coordinator,  has  arranged 
for  a  wide  variety  for 
Summerthing  events  to  take 
place  on  the  day  of  the 
August  Moon  Festival.  He, 
assisted  by  Lap  Ho,  ihave 
scheduled  a  street 
Jamboree,  the  Summerthing 
arts  and  crafts  workshops, 
which  each  year  tickles  the 
fancy  of  the  young  and  the 
not-so-young  in  creative 
expressions  using  the 
materials  supplied  by 
Jamboree.  Tyler  Street  will 
be  closed  off  as  the 
Jamboree  booths  take  over 
to  delight  the  many  August 
Moon  participants.

On  Hudson  Street,  which 
will  also  be  closed  off  from 
any  vehicular  traffic,  a  wide 
variety  of  community 
organizations  and  agencies 
will  set  up  their  own  booths 
to  in  f  o  r  m  fe  s  t  ivity 
participants  of  their 
activities.

There  will  be  two  stages 
set  up  to  produce 
simultaneous  entertainment 
during  the  day  to 
accommodate  all. 

The  Main  Stage  (Stage  I) 
will  be  located  at  the  corner 
of  Beach  Street  and 
Harrison  Avenue.  Opening 
ceremonies  at  noon  to  kick 
off  the  day's  festivities  will 
be  held  there. 

Stage  Three  will  be 
located  at  the  intersection 
of  Knee  Land  and  Tyler 
Street.

Major  earthquake  strikes 
People’s  ROC 


Dear  SAMPAN: 

I  am  writing  to  you  on  behalf 
of  the  Asian-American  Legal 
Defense  and  Education  Fund,  a 
group  of  lawyers,  students,  legal 
and  community  workers, 
dedicated  to  improving  the 
quality  of  life  of  minority 
peoples,  with  special  emphasis 
on  Asian-Americans,  through 
legal  and  educational  methods. 

Our  organization  is  presently 
based  in  the  New  York 
metropolitan  area  but  we  are 
expanding  into  a  national 
network  organization  that  aims 
to  combat  discrimination  in 
employment,  housing 
education,  and  immigration 
through  impact  litigation.  In 
order  to  effectively  plan  future 
work,  we  must  have  a  clear, 
accurate  conception  of  national 
events,  programs,  moods  and 
ideas  that  are  affecting  all 
Asian-Americans. 

We  believe  that  your 
publication  will  help  us  in 
securing  the  necessary 
background  that  is  so  crucial  to 
our  efforts  in  supporting 
Asian-American  struggles. 

As  a  relatively  new  group,  we 
have  depended  on  the  help  of 
individuals  and  groups  from 
Asian-American  communities  to 
help  us  become  established.  In 
return,  we  have  assisted  these 
groups  and  others  by  sponsoring 
educational  programs, 
distributing  pamphlets  on  legal 
rights,  and  providing  limited 


legal  counseling.  This 
cooperation  between  AALDEF 
and  the  community  will  be 
maintained  and  strengthened  as 
this  organization  matures.  In 
light  of  this  goal,  we  were 
hoping  that  you  too  could  lend 
us  your  assistance  at  this  time  by 
waiving  the  subscription  fee  to 
your  publication. 

Our  budget  unfortunately  is 
extremely  limited  since  we  are 
funded  by  individual 
contributions  and  small 
foundation  grants.  Our  resources 
must  primarily  be  devoted  to 
preparing  the  necessary  research 
for  present  and  future 
affirmative  litigation.  Y)ur 
generous  assistance  will  augment 
our  library  which  is  open  to 
everyone  in  the  organization  and 
the  community.  Many  people 
who  are  exposed  to  your 
publication  in  this  way  may  then 
wish  to  subscribe  on  their  own.

A  major  earthquake,  which 
caused  death  and  damage  not 
yet  counted,  has  occurred  in  a 
densely  populated  part  of  China, 
confirming  the  predictions  of 
that  nation’s  scientists  but  also 
confirming  the  inadequate  state 
of  earthquake  studies:  Experts 
think  they  can  tell  the  disasters 
are  coming,  but  as  a  rule,  not 
exactly  when. 

The  Chinese  authorities 
normally  provide  little 
information  about  natural 
disasters,  and  it  was  taken  as  a 
measure  of  the  calamity  that  on 
this  occasion  Hsinhua,  the 
Chinese  press  agency,  said  there 
had  been  “great  losses  to 
people’s  lives  and  property.”  A 
group  of  French  survivors 
evacuated  from  Tangshan,  city 
of  one  million  persons  in  the 
center  of  the  stricken  area,  said 
it  was  “ruined  totally.” 

Tangshan  is  an  industrial  and 
coal  mining  center  in 
heavily-po  pula  ted  Hopeh 
Province  near  the  major  cities  of 
Peking  and  Tientsin.  Hopeh’s 
population  is  44  million  people. 

The  earthquake  occurred 
Wednesday  before  dawn,  a  bad 
time.  Almost  everyone  was

indoors,  and  therefore  subject  to 
burial  by  collapsing  houses. 

The  earthquake  registed  8.2 
on  the  Richter  scale,  making  it 
the  strongest  earthquake  since 
one  in  Alaska  in  1964.  That  first 
tremor  was  apparently  centered 
directly  in  Tangshan.  A  second 
tremor,  a  day  later,  registered  at 
7.9,  apparently  was  centered 
about  70  miles  further  north 
nearer  Peking. 

Earthquakes  are  not  unusual 
in  the  area.  There  were  major 
tremors  in  the  region  in  1969 
and  1975.  They  are  believed  to 
be  caused  hy  the  actions  of  two 
great  sections  of  the  earth’s 
crust,  the  Indian  and  Pacific 
plates,  pushing  against  a  third 

plate-or  cluster  of  plates--in 
Asia. 

Chinese  earthquake  records 
go  back  further  and  with  greater 
accuracy  than  any  comparable 
records  elsewhere,  and  Western 
scientists  have  been  impressed 
by  the  way  in  which  the  Chinese 
have  used  them  to  try  to  predict 
future  shocks. 

Just  before  a  great  quake 
shook  the  Liaoning  Peninsula  in 
February,  1975  Chinese 
scientists  warned  that  a  quake 


was  coming.  Thousands  of 
citizens  were  evacuated  and, 
when  the  quake  came,  the  loss 
of  life  was  greatly  minimized. 

They  had  also  predicted  a 
major  quake  in  the  area  where 
last  week’s  occurred  but 
apparently  were  able  to  say  only 
that  it  would  happen  by  the 
1980’s.  Chinese  earthquake 
predictions  are  generally  based 
on  changes  in  the  earth’s 
magnetism,  migrations  of 
earthquake  activity,  the 
frequency  and  nature  of  minor 
foreshocks  and  the  level  and 
chemical  content  of  water  in 
wells. 

The  Chinese  expect  further 
shocks  in  the  area.  The 
populations  of  the  cities  in  the 
afflicted  region,  including 
Peking,  were,  ordered  into  the 
streets  where  they  are  camped  in 
makeshift  tents.  Relief  and 
reconstruction  efforts  were 
begun  immediately.  But  the 
Chinese  intend  to  maintain  their 
tradition  of  self-sufficiency  in 
repairing  the  damage.  They 
declined  all  offers  of  help  from 
abroad,  including  one  from  the 
United  States.

No,  we’re  not  the  Boston  Globe  or  the  Phoenix  but 
WE  DO  cover  Chinatown.  And  we  keep  you  informed 
about  the  community. 

We  did  “scoop”  the  Globe  and  the  radio  and  TV 
stations  when  we  broke  the  story  last  year  about  the 
assaults  of  two  Chinese  at  Mass.  Pike  Towers  who  were 
then  harassed  and  hauled  into  the  police  station.  A 
month  later  when  the  Globe  and  all  three  TV  stations 
arrived  in  Chinatown  to  see  what  had  aroused  this 
passive  community,  every  reporter  left  with  a  copy  of 
the  SAMPAN.  We  had  the  facts  first. 

Our  audience  is  small  and  well-defined.  YOU.  We’re 
not  out  to  be  any  more  than  a  community  newspaper. 
An  effective  paper.  A  credible  publication  for  the 
Chinese  community. 

Local  news  is  our  bag.  We  followed  and  kept  you 
updated  about  the  Tam  brothers,  the  Mass.  Pike 
incident,  the  busing  issue  as  it  affected  Chinatown,  the 
controversy  over  the  proposed  Christian  Life  Center. 

The  SAMPAN  reported  on  local  events  like  the 
Health  Center’s  multi-disease  screening,  the  Chinatown 
cleanup  day,  the  visit  of  the  acrobats  from  Taiwan,  the 
arrival  of  Chinatown’s  first  dragon,  St.  Nick’s  visit  to 
Holy  Trinity  Church,  the  $873,000  in  revenue  sharing 
to  Chinatown,  VTCC  radio  program  cutback,  the 
Kogan,  Ma  and  Chang  benefit  concert  sponsored  by  the 
Chinese  students  of  Harvard  and  Radcliffe,  tax 
assistance  in  Chinatown  and  much  more. 

W'e  interviewed  hot  dog  ski  champ  Wayne  Wong, 
ballerina  Stephanie  Moy,  architect  Yi-Sing  Jung,  the 
Finance  Minister  for  the  Republic  of  China  Li-Kwoh 
Ting,  among  others. 

And  we  kept  you  informed  of  topical  matters  like 
the  research  on  “MSG-the  Chinese  Restaurant 
Syndrome,”  the  results  of  the  Census  Bureau’s  statistics 
on  Asian -Americans,  cash  rebates  for  rehab  housing 
work  to  Boston  homeowners,  rent  decontrol  legislation, 
media  criticism  of  Chinese  restaurants,  studies  on  vision 
of  Asian  infants,  housing  problems  in  Chinatown  and 
research  on  acupuncture,  due  process  in  the  American 
legal  system,  insurance  planning  and  more. 

But  there’s  more  happening  in  Chinatown  in  New 
England  affecting  the  Chinese  community.  And  we  just 
can ’t  cover  it  all. 

We’re  a  .free,  non-profit,  non-partisan  publication 
staffed  by  an  all-volunteer  staff.  Supported  by  the 
Chinese-American  Civic  Association,  we  use  the  CACA’s 
Multi-Service  Center  as  a  mailing  address.  Phone  and 
in-person  inquiries  can  be  made  there. 

But.. .we  have  no  office  as  such.  And  we  have  no  paid 
staff  which  means  all  our  people  really  hold  two 
jobs.. .their  own  and  working  awfully  hard  to  squeeze  in 
volunteer  work  on  the  SAMPAN. _ 

We  need  your  help. 

We  (the  staff)  are  not  paid,  but  there  are  still  many 
expenses  such  as  printing  costs,  minimal  otfice  and 
photo  supplies.

The  Chinese-American  Civic 
Association’s  Multi-Service 
(MSC)  at  85A  Tyler  Street  in 
Chinatown,  just  five  years  old. 
continues  to  grow  even  in  the 
recent  recession  and  inflation. 
Its  success  is  built  on  not  only 
the  delivery  of  services,  but  on 
sound  political  know-how.  A 
case  in  point,  is  the  MSC’s  recent 
funding  of  $15,000  from  the 
United  Way  of  Massachusetts. 
Although  a  relatively  small  sum, 
May  Ling  Tong,  the  MSC’s 
executive  director  since  1974  is 
proud  of  the  fact  that  “of  15 
agencies  applying  for  the 
affiliation  money,  only  two 
agencies  were  funded-the 
National  Urban  League  and  the 
CACA’s  Multi-Service  Center. 
The  MSC  is  the  first  and  only 
Chinatown  agency  to  be  an 
United  Way  affiliate.” 

To  those  who  think  getting 
the  $15,000  was  an  easy 
accomplishment-it  was  not! 
According  to  Ms.  Tong  the 
proposal  was  submitted  in 
September  1974.  After  a  year’s 
delay  and  much  outside  support, 
a  neighborhood  review  team 
scrutinized  the  MSC’s  three-year 
budget  history  and 
recommended  that  the  $15,000 
grant  be  approved  for  1976  with 
United  Way  affiliation. 

The  United  Way  grant  will 
provide  monetary  “support  of 
the  employment  and  housing 
assistance,  adult  vocational 
program,  English-as-a-Second 
Language  program,  and 
interpreting  and  translating 
component  of  CACA’s  total 
program.” 

Other  recent  accomplish¬ 
ments  include  the  filing  of 
discrimination  complaints  at  the 
various  state  and  federal 
agencies.  The  Department  of 
Labor’s  Occupational  Safety  and 
Health  Agency  successfully 
obtained  retroactive  backpay 
from  a  contractor  who  had  been 
paying  Chinese  laborers  $2.50 
instead  of  the  prevailing  $7.95 
hourly  wage.  Another  complaint 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
state’s  Commission  Against 
Discrimination  and  the  Small 
Business  Administration  resulted 


in  “management  complying  with 
certain  affirmative  action  and 
training  regulations  which 
benefited  all  employees”  says 
Ms.  Tong. 

Another  discrimination 
complaint  is  still  pending  before 
the  MCAD. 

Besides  the  MSC’s  most 
recent  affiliation  with  the 
United  Way,  the  center  also  is  a 
recognized  representative  able  to 
practice  before  the  Board  of 
Immigration  Appeals  and  the 
Immigration  and  Naturalization 
Service.  The  MSC’s  Fannie 
Kwan,  office  manager,  is  MSC’s 
accredited  immigration 
representative.  According  to  Ms.' 
Kwan,  who  has  been  an 
unofficial  immigration 
representative  for  four  years,  the 
majority  of  her  responsibilities 
as  an  accredited  representative 
of  the  Board  of  Immigration 
involve  complete  processing  of 
petitions  by  family  members 
requesting  the  immigration  of 
overseas  Chinese  relatives. 
Frequently  a  petition  will  be  for 
an  entire  family.  Between  July 
1,  1975  and  June  30,  1976  Ms. 
Kwan  closed  104  petitions. 
There  are  134  petitions 
outstanding. 

The  typical  immigration  case, 
from  beginning  to  end,  can  take 
up  to  four  to  six  hours  of 
interview  with  the  petitioner  and 
witnesses,  completion  of  forms 
and  translations  into -both 
Chinese  and  English.  The 
document  shown  to  this  writer 
consisted  of  six  pages  in  English 
and  nine  pages  in  Chinese 
requiring  detailed  information  of 
the  potential  immigre.  Often  Ms. 
Kwan  must  also  accompany  a 
petitioner  at  a  Board  of 
Immigration  hearing  where  she 
serves  as  a  translator.  After  Ms. 
Kwan  helps  file  the  petition  with 
all  the  required  information,  the 
petition  is  internally  processed 
by  the  Department  of 
Immigration,  taking 
approximately  six  months  to  a 
year.  Then  it  is  forwarded  to 
Hong  Kong  for  another  long 
series  of  bureaucratic  processes. 

Ms.  Kwan  sees  the  immediate 
results  of  her  efforts  as  reunited

families  stop  by  her  office  to 
personally  express  gratitude  for 
her  assistance.  But  besides  the 
personal  satisfaction  of  reuniting 
families,  she  also  enjoys  the 
opportunity  to  have  the  “good 
legal  experience.” 

In  the  year  and-a-half  as 
director,  Ms.  Tong  has  been 
influential  in  establishing  an 
ABCD  Neighborhood 
Employment  Center  staffed  by  a 
job  developer  and  vocational 
counselor  paid  by  ABCD,  and 
complete  with  its  own  teletype 
system  linking  the  MSC  with  the 
entire  ABCD  system,  NEC, 
Assessment  Centers  and  ABCD 
central. 

Evelyn  Wong,  job  developer, 
is  a  seasoned  Chinatown 
community  worker  who  was 
trained  as  a  senior  job 
interviewer  by  the  State’s 
Division  of  Employment 
Security  and  was  later  hired  by 
the  ABCD  as  a  job  developer. 
Ms.  Wong’s  primary 
responsibilites  include  job 
placement,  i.e.  matching  a  job 
applicant’s  interests  and  skills 
with  potential  employers  and 
job  vacancies.  While  there  is  no 
shortage  of  persons  seeking 
employment,  Evelyn  Wong’s  job 
includes  developing  a  pool  of 
hiring  employers  in  a  time  of 
high  unemployment. 

Although  Ms.  Wong  was  able 
to  successfully  place 
approximately  131  persons  out 


of  a  total  475  referrals  between 
July,  1975,  and  June  30,  1976, 
there  are  unique  problems  in  the 
Chinatown  community  which 
prohibit  job  placement. 
Generally,  the  listings  received 
by  the  MSC  are  for  the  lower 
paying  job  positions  such  as 
factory  work.  Management 
trainee  positions  or  professional 
positions  are  rarely  listed  by 
employers  at  the  MSC.  Other 
common  jobs  such  as  typists  and 
secretaries  require  relatively 
strong  language  skills  which  the 
typical,  MSC  client  cannot  meet. 
Other  jobs,  such  as  federal  jobs, 
have  required  U.S.  Citizenship. 
(Although  the  U.S.  Supreme 
Court  recently  ruled  that  the 
citizenship  requirement  is  illegal, 
the  Federal  Civil  Service 
Commission  is  not  processing 
job  applications  until  all  the 
legal  issues  are  resolved.) 

Most  of  the  people  seeking 
job  placement  are  college 
graduates  without  experience, . 
immigrants  without  skills,  or 
skilled  professionals  from  Hong 
Kong  with  language  problems. 

In  such  cases  many  of  those 
clients  with  language  difficulties 
are  referred  to  Michael  Lee, 
another  ABCD  employee  at  the 
MSC  serving  as  the  vocational 
counselor.  Mr.  Lee  is  responsible 
for  screening  people  who  may  be 
vocationally  underutilized,  for 
placement  in  a  combined 
vocational  and  English-as-a-- 


Second  Language  (ESL) 
program,  or  identifying  factors, 
such  as  language  barriers,  which 
may  inhibit  employment 
opportunities.  Many  of  these 
vocational  and  ESL  programs 
provide  a  stipend  to  the  student. 

In  the  past  year,  208  training 
program  referrals  were  received 
and  122  persons  were  actually 
placed  in  training  programs. 

According  to  Evelyn  Wong, 
the  MSC  staff  is  understaffed. 
Both  she  and  Michael  Lee  are 
required  to  do  a  lot  of 
paperwork  “which  means  that 
I’m  not  as  effective  and  not  able 
to  be  looking  for  jobs.” 
Realistically,  Michael  Lee  and 
Evelyn  Wong  perform  many  of 
each  other’s  job  duties  because 
of  understaffing. 

Other  MSC  staff  members 
include:  Ruby  Hugh,  part-time 
Social  Security  claims 
representative;  Charlotte 
Kodidko,  a  social  worker  from 
the  Welfare  Department,  Ted 
Wong  and  Donna  Chew,  seasonal 
income  tax  representatives  from 
the  IRS  and  Price  Waterhouse, 
Paul  Chin,  advisor  for  Action  for 
Chinese  Teens,  and  Helen  Mah, 
receptionist /generalist .

Multi-talented  Mei-ling  Ma  cited  for  contributions 


Mei-Ling  F.  Ma,  a  volunteer 
Multimedia  First  Aid  Instructor 
for  the  Greater  Boston  Chapter 
of  The  American  Red  Qoss, 
received  citations  for 
“Distinguished  Service”  from 
both  the  local  chapter  and  the 
National  Red  Cross.  The  awards 
were  presented  to  Mei-Ling  F. 
Ma  (Schwartz)  at  the  61st 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Greater 
Boston  Chapter  of  The 
American  National  Red  Cross  by 
Edward  R.  Werner,  chairman  of 
the  board  of  the  local  chapter 
and  Dr.  Frank  Stanton, 
chairman  of  the  board  of  the 
American  National  Red  Cross. 

The  awards  which  were 
presented  to  Mei-Ling  read  in 
part--“For  her  outstanding 
contribution  for  support  and 
assistance  in  making  Multimedia 
First  Aid  Training  available  to 
the  Chinese  speaking  citizens 
served  by  The  American 
National  Red  Cross,”  and  for 
“Mei-Ling  Ma  whose  volunteer 
leadership  and  exemplary 
devotion  initiated  expanded 
health  and  safety  training  among 
Chinese  speaking  citizens  of  the 
Greater  Boston  Chapter.” 

Mei-Ling  F.  Ma,  a  2  6-year -old 
resident  of  Brookline,  Mass., 
speaks  and  writes  three  dialects 
of  Chinese  (Mandarin,  Cantonese 
and  Fukienese)  as  well  as 
German,  Italian  and  Spanish. 
She  was  born  and  raised  in 
Peking,  China,  and  is  a  graduate 
of  the  University  of  California, 
Los  Angeles,  where  she  received 
a  B.A.  in  psychology  and 
linguistics.  Mei-Ling  Ma  received 
her  M.S.  degree  in  biomedical 
science  from  Harvard  University 
and  M.P.H.  degree  in  community 
health  education  from  Boston 
University  and  Harvard  Graduate 
School,  and  a  doctorate  of 
public  health  from  Harvard 


University. 

Ms.  Mei-Ling  F.  Ma  is 
presently  a  community  health 
educator  at  the  Boston  Chinese 
Community  Health  Center  in 
Boston. 

Having  first  received  a  grant 
from  the  state  Department  of 
Higher  Education  to  produce 
health  education  videocassettes 
for  the  Chinese  community,  Ms. 
Ma  conducted  a  community 


survey  which  indicated  that  first 
aid  and  accident  prevention  were 
of  great  concern  to  the 
community.  Ms.  Ma  then  took  a 
Red  Cross  multimedia  first  aid 
course  and  became  a  multimedia 
instructor,  had  her  staff  trained 
as  first  aid  instructors  and 
received  technical  assistance 
from  the  Greater  Boston  Red 
Cross  chapter. 

The  final  video  casette  tape 
“used  Chinese  actors. ..on 
location  in  Chinatown.  For 
instance,  I  went  to  a  very 
popular  Chinese  restaurant  and 
did  a  scene  in  the  kitchen  about 
how  to  control  bleeding. ..I  also 
went  to  a  home  where. ..a  child 
has  been  suffocated  by  a  clothes 
bag  and  is  revived  by 
mouth-to-mouth  resuscitation... 
I  also  showed  a  burn  scene 
which  is  very  common  to  the 
Chinese  who  cook  with  hot  oil 
and  wok. 

“The  videocassette  also 
needed  a  sequence  on  how  to 
treat  a  patient  in  shock.  Chinese 
people  tend  to  confuse  the 
symptoms  of  shock  with 
fainting.” 


Canon  Inc., 
world-renowned  Japanese 
camera  manufacturer,  will  move 
its  entire  product  line  of 
medium-quality  cameras  to 
Taiwan,  according  to  the 
Chinese  Information  Service  of 
the  Republic  of  China. 

At  the  end  of  a  recent  six-day 
inspection  tour  of  Taiwan, 
Takeo  Maeda,  president  of 
Canon  Inc.,  announced  that  his 
company  has  decided  to  suspend 
production  in  Japan  of  its  “most 
widely  sold  medium-quality 
camera.”  Canon  Inc.  Taiwan  will 
continue  production  of  the  line. 

Canon’s  GJ  automatic  model 
is  currently  manufactured  at  the 
Taichung  Export  Processing 
Zone-based  plant. 

Maeda  said  plans  call  for  a 
two  fold  increase  in  output  at 
the  Taichung  plant,  which  has 
now  a  monthly  capacity  of 
35,000  cameras.  Established  in 
1971,  the  plant’s  paid-up  capital 
is  $5  million,  with  total 


In  addition  to  the 
videocassette,  Ms.  Ma  also 
traslated  Red  Cross  multimedia 
course  books  into  Cantonese  and 
taped  a  Cantonese  sound  track 
to  Red  Cross  films.

employment  of  1,300 
technicians  and  skilled  workers. 

The  Japanese  business  leader 
said  that  Taiwan’s  favorable 
investment  conditions,  including 
its  skilled,  but  relatively  lowcost 
labor  force,  were  factors  in  his 
company’s  decision  to  move  the 
entire  production  line  from 
Japan  to  Taiwan. 

In  addition  to  Canon  Inc. 
Taiwan,  there  are  two  other 
firms  manufacturing  cameras  in 
Taiwan,  mostly  the  isntamatic 
models. 

Ricoh  Inc.  Taiwan,  a  joint 
venture  with  Ricoh  Inc.  of  Japan 
was  the  first  company  that 
began  to  assemble  cameras  in  the 
Republic  of  China  in  1965. 

Another  camera  assembler  in 
Taiwan  is  Pan  Oriental  Industries 
Works,  a  subsidiary  of  Hongkong 
W.  Haking  Industrial  Co.  H.F. 
Lee,  manager  of  Pan  Oriental 
said  his  company  turns  out 
50,000  min  cameras  a  month. 


sound  track  for  dubbing  on  to 
the  film  used  in  the  multimedia 
course. 

When  I  first  started  the 
project  there  was  simply  not 
enough  time  for  me  to  teach  all 
the  people  who  had  heard  about 
first  aid  and  wanted  it.  When  the 
multimedia  materials  are 
available  in  Chinese,  we  will  be 
meeting  the  people’s  needs  much 
more  efficiently  than  before.” 

Asked  about  future  plans,  Ms. 
Ma  wants  “to  expand  the  Boston 
Health  Center  Programs  of 
teaching  first  aid  within 
Chinatown,  and  also  to  people 
outside  the  Chinatwon  area  who 
speak  Cantonese  but  little  or  no 
English.  I’ve  already  negotiated 
with  two  high  schools  that  have 
Chinese  students.  Both  schools 
are  interested  in  offering  first  aid 
in  Chinese.  There  are  plans  to 
teach  first  aid  to  many 
restaurant  workers.  In  addition, 
I  want  to  train  more  bilingual 
people.” 

The  greater  Boston  Chapter 
of  The  American  National  Red 
Cross  is  the  largest  Chapter  in 
Northern  New  England,  serving 
20  cities  and  towns.

neighborhoods.  It  gives  a  brief 
description  of  each  site,  plus 
suggestions  about  what  to  do 
there  --  hike,  swim,  climb  rocks, 
etc.  --  and  directions  for  getting 
there  by  MBTA. 

Nearly  50  Urban  Wilds  are 
listed.  They  include  natural 
parks  and  reservations,  such  as 
Chandler  Pond  in  Brighton, 
Stony  Brook  Reservation  in 
Hyde  Park,  and  the  Arnold 
Arboretum  in  Jamaica  Plain; 
wetlands,  such  as  Belle  Isle 
Marsh  in  East  Boston  and  the 
Sawmill  Marsh  in  West  Roxbury; 
and  beaches,  such  as  Malibu  in 
Dorchester  and  Carson  Beach  in 
South  Boston. 

Also  listed  are  “scenic  views,” 
such  as  those  available  from 
Wellington  Hill  in  Mattapan, 
Mead  Street  in  Charlestown  and 
Highland  Park  in  Roxbury;  and 
geological  features,  including 
“The  Ledge”  on  Parker  Hill  and 
Foster  Street  Rock  in  Brighton. 

“These  natural  areas  are  a 
great  resource  to  the  people  of 
Boston  that  many  residents  are 
not  aware  of,”  said  Kenney, 
“they  offer  the  opportunity  to 
get  out  in  the  country  right  in 
the  city.” 

So,  as  the  poster  suggests, 
“Someday  soon,  pack  a  picnic 
lunch  and  explore  the  natural 
splendors  that  Boston  has  to 
offer  --  right  in  its  own 
backyard!”

Stuffed  bean  curd 


Ingredients. 

6  bean  curd  squares 
6  oz.  pork 
2  oz.  fisii  fillet 

1  Tv  dried  shrimp 

2  T.  green  onion 
1/3  cup  peanut  oil 
IT.  Cornstarch 
IT.  cold  water 


Vt  t.  salt 

1  T.  wine 

2  t.  cornstarch 

1  T.  Soysauce 

I-V2  cups  soup  stock 
*/2  M.S.G. 

2  T.  Soysauce 

(or  oyster  sauce) 


Directions: 

1.  Squeeze  excess  water  by  weighing  down  the  bean 
curd  with  a  cutting  board  or  flat  platter  for  about  two 
hours.  If  you  are  in  a  hurry,  boil  the  bean  curd  in  salt 
water  (6  cups  water,  1  t.  salt)  for  two  minutes.  Drain. 
Cut  bean  curd  into  about  24  triangle  crisscross  pieces. 

2.  Soak  shrimp  in  water  and  reserve  liquid.  Chop 
shrimp,  pork,  fish,  1  T.  onion. 

Mix  salt,  wine,  cornstarch,  soysauce  and  combine 
with  chopped  ingredients.  If  too  dry  add  2  or  3  T.  water 
from  soaked  shrimp  to  mix  to  the  right  consistency.  Cut 
a  slice  on  each  bean  curd  triangle.  Stuff  the  slit  with 
meat  mixture. 

3.  Fry  the  stuffed  bean  curd  with  meat  side  down  for 
about  2  minutes  until  golden  brown,  tipping  the  pan  a 
little  so  that  the  bean  curd  will  not  stick.  Add  soup 
stock  or  water.  Cover  and  simmer  for  3-4  minutes.  Dish 
out  carefully  with  pancake  turner. 

4.  Add  soy  sauce,  MSG,  cornstarch  paste  to  broth 
and  cook  until  thickened,  sprinkle  1  T.  shredded  green 
onion  and  pour  over  bean  curd.  Decorate  with  shredded 
green  onion  strips  and  serve.

BRA  offers  Boston 
Urban  Wilds  Poster 
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Common  sense  and  rules  of  safety  for  the  wise 


Recently,  members  of  the 
Boston  Patrolmen’s  Association, 
the  union  organization  for  City 
police  officers,  waged  a 
campaign  to  frighten  or 
in  timidate  Boston  visitors. 

The  union  suggested  that 
Boston  is  an  unsafe  city  without 
adequate  protection  for  tourists. 
The  scare  tactics  were  part  of 
the  union’s  negotiating  game 
plan  to  garner  public 
i nt erest  expression  in  the 
negotiations  between  the  union 
and  City  Hall.  It  generally  back 
fired  as  Boston  celebrated  two 
huge  Bicentennial  celebrations, 
July  4th  and  11th  (arrival  of  the 
Tall  Ships  and  Queen  Elizabeth), 
without  incident. 

Still  in  every  large  city  safety 
is  always  a  concern,  for  both 
residents  and  visitors.  Below  are 
some  tips  from  the  Boston 
Police. 

STAY  SAFE 

Boston  like  any  large, 
metropolitan  area  has  its  share 
of  criminal  types  who  prey  on 
the  unwary.  Following  the  tips 
mentioned  below  and  using 
common  sense  will  help  to  keep 
you  from  becoming  a  victim  of 
street  crimes. 


PERSONAL  SAFETY 

Don’t  carry  or  display  large 
sums  of  money  or  a  large  pack 
of  credit  cards. 

Don’t  wear  good  jewelry  in 
areas  with  which  you  are  not 
familiar. 

Walk  in  well  lighted  areas  and 
with  a  group  if  possible. 

Walk  with  confidence,  as  if 
you  know  where  you  are  and 
where  you  are  going. 

PROPERTY  SAFETY 

Lock  your  car. 

Don’t  leave  valuables  in  your 
hotel  or  motel  room.  Use  safety 
boxes  provided  by  the 
management. 

Don’t  leave  cameras,  clothing 
or  other  valuables  in  your 
car--they  are  an  invitation  to 
thieves.  If  you  must  leave 
valuables  in  your  car,  park  in  an 
attended,  enclosed  garage. 

WATCH  YOUR  CAR 

State  Law  requires  all  vehicles 
to: 

*Carry  a  certificate  of 
insurance  which  covers  injury  or 
death  in  the  amount  of

*Stop  for  a  pedestrian  who  is 
crossing  within  a  marked 
crosswalk.

Invest  in  bonds  for  cash  reserve 


The  Money  Man  article  in  the 
last  issue  of  SAMPAN  dealt  with 
investing  in  common  stocks. 
Two  criteria  were  mentioned 
that  should  be  considered  before 
investing.  The  first  to  be 
considered  was  “cash  needs”  to 
protect  against  emergencies  such 
as  illness  or  job  loss.  The  second 
consideration  was  the  necessary 
coverage  afforded  by  insurance. 

This  article  will  expand  on 
“cash  needs.”  Remember  the 
cash  reserve  rule  of  thumb.  You 
should  have  six  months  to  a 
year’s  salary  on  hand  for 
emergencies.  Cash  reserve  may 
consist  of  many  forms,  such  as 
the  various  governmental  notes 
and  bonds. 

The  most  popular  bond  is  the 
E  Bond.  This  bond  is  known  in 
the  trade  as  a  “discount  bond.” 
A  discount  bond  is  one  in  which 
there  is  no  interest,  but  is  sold 
below  the  redemption  price.  The 
$18.75  E  Bond,  for  example,  is 
redeemed  at  $25. 

The  E  Bond  buyer  can 
accomplish  the  build-up  of  his 
cash  reserves  (although  not  quite 


as  liquid  as  a  savings  bank)  by 
subscribing  in  the  Payroll 
Savings  Plan. 

Most  employers  will  set  aside 
any  amount  every  payday.  This 
amount  is  used  to  bpy  the 
Savings  Bonds.  This  is  especially 
good  for  people  who  like  a 
forced  savings  method. 

If  you  continue  this  method 
of  saving  it  will  not  be  long 
before  the  necessary  amount  of 
“cash  reserves”  builds  up  to  the 
“comfortable”  level.  Beyond  the 
six  months  to  a  year’s  salary 
consider  other  long  range  goals. 
Goals  such  as  college  expenses  or 
supplements  to  Social  Security 
or  pensions  are  two  reasons  to 
consider  in  continuing  after  the 
“reserves”  have  been  completed. 

When  bonds  are  bought  in  a 
child’s  name  and  the  child’s  total 
income  does  not  exceed  the 
amount  of  his/her  personal 
exemption,  no  tax  will  be  due. 
All  you  have  to  do  is  to  file  the 
first  year’s  return  to  establish 
intent.  No  further  returns  will  be 
necessary  unless  total  income  in 
any  year  exceeds  the  exemption.

Most  people  are  aware  of  the 
need  to  supplement  income 
from  Social  Security  or  pensions 
(if  tyou’re  fortunate  to  have 
one).  The  needs  of  the  elderly 
on  limited  incomes  have  been 
widely  publicized  on  TV  and  in 
the  newspapers. 

There  are  two  options  which 
offset  the  taxes  when  it  is  time 
for  you  to  redeem  the  bonds. 
When  you  cash  the  Bonds  (as 
needed)  to  supplement  your 
retirement  income,  report  the 
interest  as  income  on  your  tax 
return.  You  will  be  in  a  lower 
tax  bracket  by  then. 

The  other  method  is  to 
switch  the  series  E  Bonds  for 
Series  H  Bonds  which  pay 
interest,  as  it  is  earned,  through 
semiannual  Treasury  checks. 
You  need  not  pay  taxes  on  the 
accumulated  E  Bond  interest 
until  the  H  Bonds  are  cashed. 
This  way  you  keep  your 
principal  intact,  have  a  steady 
guaranteed  income  for  10  years, 
and,  when  the  H  Bonds  are 
finally  cashed,  the  tax  you  pay 
will  be  at  your  lower  rate.

City  of  Boston  parking 
regulations  prohibit  parking:

stop,  or  double  parking. 

Towing  -  Yjur  vehicle  may  be 
towed  for  violating  any  of  the 
above  regulations  and  others  as 
well.  If  your  car  is  missing,  and 
you  are  sure  that  you  are 
looking  in  the  right  place,  call 
Boston  Police  at  247-4570.  If 
they  do  not  have  your  car,  they 
will  tell  you  how  to  report  it  as 
missing. 

Parking  signs  on  the  street 
supersede  the  general  regulations 
for  the  city.  They  can  be 
confusing,  so  read  them 
carefully.  The  general 
regulations  are:  parking  is 
limited  to  2  hours  only,  from  1 
a.m.  to  6  p.m.  except  for 
Sundays  and  holidays.  Vehicles 
with  Resident  Stickers  may  park 
for  longer  periods  in  their  own 
neighborhoods.  All  parking  is 
prohibited  in  the  Central 
Business  District  of  downtown 
Boston  from  1  a.m.  to  9:30  a.m.

Monthly  raises 
for  Social  Security  recipients 
will  range  from  $6  to  $31. 

Maximum  monthly  payments 
under  Supplemental  Security 
Income  will  go  up  to  $10.10  for 
individuals  and  $15.20  for 
couples. 
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State's  official  notifications 
to  be  translated  into  Chinese 


To  help  ensure  the  rights  of 
all  citizens  of  the 
Commonwealth,  Gov.  Michael 
Dukakis  has  announced  a  pilot 
program  of  providing  warning 
notices  aid  non-English 
speaking  persons  who  received 
official  notifications  from  state 
agencies. 

The  notices-urging  the 
recipient  to  have  the  official 
communication  translated 
immediately-will  be  printed  in 
seven  languages  Chinese 
Spanish,  Portugese,  Italian, 
Geek,  French,  and  English. 

“For  too  long  our 
non-English  speaking  residents 
have  been  at  a  disadvantage  in 
dealing  with  state  government,  ” 
Dukakis  noted.  “I  hope  that  this 
is  just  the  first  step  in  protecting 
the  rights  of  these  individuals.” 

The  warnings  will  accompany 
an  estimated  65,000  official 
notices  to  be  sent  over  the  next 
month  by  eight  state  agencies: 
Dept,  of  Public  Welfare;  Dept,  of 
Correction;  Registry  of  Motor 
Vehicles,  Industrial  Accident 
Board;  Labor  Relations 


Commission;  Division  of 
Employment  Security;  Appellate 
Tax  Board;  and  Division  of 
Personnel  Administration. 

The  warning,  printed  in  seven 
languages,  will  read: 
“ Important !  This  notice  affects 
your  rights  or  obligations  and 
should  be  translated 
immediately.  ” 

The  Governor  said  that  he  is 
undertaking  the  program  despite 
recent  court  rulings  that  official 
notices  need  be  printed  only  in 
English.  He  explained  that 
participating  state  agencies  will 
report  on  the  success  of  the 
program  at  the  end  of  June,  and 
that  administration  officials 
would  determine  whether  to 
continue  the  program  and  if  so, 
whether  modifications  would  be 
necessary.

Driving  handbooks

San  Francisco-A  Chinese 
edition  of  the  California  Driver’s 
Handbook  is  available  from  the 
Department  of  Motor  Vehicles’ 
147  offices  throughout 
California. 

“With  this  handbook,  and  the 
driving  tests  which  also  have 
been  translated,  non-English- 
speaking  Chinese  motorists  will 
have  a  chance  to  compete  on  a 
more  equal  basis  with  other 
Californians  when  it  comes  to 
taking  the  written  test  for  a 
driver’s  license,”  said  Herman 
Sillas,  director  of  the  state’s 
Dept,  of  Motor  Vehicles. 

The  new  edition  came  after  a 
1975  language  survey  conducted 
by  the  department  showed  that 
an  excess  of  400,000  persons 
who  had  visited  its  office,  out  of 
which  approximately  7,500  were 
Chinese  speaking,  did  not  have  a 
reading  knowledge  of  the 
English  language. 

Legislation  to  get  a  Chinese 
edition  had  been  introduced  a 
few  years  earlier  but,  the  bill 
never  passed  the  California  state 


legislature. 

There  is  a  Chinese  version  of 
the  written  test  and  an  oral  test 
administered  through  a  bilingual 
interpreter  can  be  selected  as  an 
option  to  the  written  test.

Legend  of  Hon  I  &  Heng  O 


There  are  many  legends  of 
the  August  Moon  Festival.  One 
of  the  most  popular  is  about 
Hon  Heng. 

Once  upon  a  time,  the  earth 
was  plagued  by  ten  suns.  The 
suns  radiated  night  and  day. 
They  evaporated  the  rivers,  dried 
up  plants,  and  parched  the 
ground.  All  the  people  were 
dying.  One  day,  a  famous  archer 
named  Hon  I  climbed  the 
highest  mountain  with  ten 
arrows.  One  by  one,  he  shot  at 
the  suns,  and  one  by  one,  they 
shattered.  Their  fragments 
became  the  many  stars.  Finally, 
there  was  only  one  sun  left.  It 
begged  Hon  I  not  to  shoot. 
When  Hon  I  spared  this  sun,  he 
was  given  a  fair  maiden,  Heng  O, 
the  sister  of  the  water  spirit,  as 
his  bride. 


Now  with  only  one  sun  in  the 
sky,  the  land  turned  green  once 
more.  To  show  their  gratitude, 
the  people  crowned  Hon  I  as 
king.  In  the  beginning,  he  was  a 
very  good  king.  But  as  time  went 
on,  he  became  very  cruel  and 
violent. 

One  day,  Hon  I  was  blessed 
with  a  pill  of  immortality  by  the 
Royal  Heavenly  Mother.  He  was 
warned,  however,  to  refrain 
from  taking  the  pill  until 
mid-autumn.  Fearing  that  Hon  I 
would  really  become  immortal 
and  oppress  the  people  forever, 
Heng  0  stole  the  pill  one  night 
and  tried  to  destroy  it.  As  she 
was  holding  the  pill  in  her  hand, 
Hon  I  suddenly  appeared. 
Fearful  of  his  wrath,  Heng  O 
threw  the  pill  into  her  mouth 
and  ran.  Since  the  pill  was  taken 


at  the  wrong  time,  her  body 
became  so  light  that  she  drifted 
to  the  moon. 

The  moon  was  a  lonely  place; 
therefore,  Heng  0  coughed  out  a 
piece  of  the  pill,  and  it  turned 
•  into  a  rabbit.  It  kept  her 
company  and  also  helped  her  to 
pound  medicine.  Someday,  Heng 
0  would  return  to  earth  to  help 
the  sick. 

If  you  do  not  believe  this 
story,  look  at  a  full  moon 
sometime.  Legend  has  it  that 
you  can  see  a  rabbit  pounding 
medicine  away. 

Origin  of  the 
Mooncake 

In  ancient  times,  China  was 
divided  into  many  kingdoms. 
The  people  in  Mongolia  and  the 
far  north  were  considered  to  be 
barbarians.  Only  the  people 


south  of  the  Great  Wall  were 
considered  to  be  civilized 
Chinese. 

These  ‘‘barbarian” 
Mongolians  were  invincible  in  all 
their  battles.  The  so-called 
Yellow  Hordes  travelled  as  far  as 
the  present-day  East  Europe  and 
left  the  region  trembling.  Closer 
to  home,  the  Mongolians 
established  the  Tuan  Dynasty  in 
China  and  ruled  with  a  policy  of 
oppression,  discrimination,  and 
heavy  taxation  against  the 
“civilized”  Chinese. 

Years  of  battles,  extravagant 
expenses,  famines,  and  floods 
followed  and  drained  the  Than 
treasury.  Years  of  discrimination 
and  heavy-handed  treatment  of 
the  people  brought  the  masses  to 
the  brink  of  a  large  scale  revolt. 

Seeing  the  impending  danger 
of  open  rebellion,  the  Than 


Dynasty  imposed  the  strictest 
curfew,  curbed  all 
demonstration,  banned 
asseniblies,  confiscated  all 
weaponry,  and  deprived  the 
people  of  freedom  of  speech. 

In  order  to  outwit  the 
Mongolians,  Chu  Yuan-chang, 
leader  of  the  revolting  Chinese, 
came  up  with  a  brilliant  idea. 
The  Chinese  have  a  tradition  of 
eating  cakes  at  the  August  Moon 
Festival.  Chu  instructed  his 
followers  to  put  a  message  inside 
the  cakes  and  to  tell  everyone  to 
open  them  on  the  fifteenth  day 
of  the  eight  moon.
